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For  the  second  time,  KPFA  will  set  up  headquarters  backstage  and  onstage  at 
the  Sunset  Auditorium  in  Carmel,  for  direct  live  broadcasts  of  the  major  concerts  of 
the  Carmel  Bach  Festival.  The  success  of  last  year's  broadcasts  can  be  measured  in 
several  ways:  from  the  literally  hundreds  of  appreciative  letters  we  received,  from 
the  gratitude  of  the  musicians  and  management  of  the  Festival,  and  from  the  numbers 
of  out-of-towners  who  arrived  in  Carmel  after  the  first  couple  of  broadcasts,  impressed 
by  the  high  musical  caliber  of  the  concerts.  For  the  fact  that  this  year's  Festival  is 
already  almost  completely  sold  out  we  are  proud  to  be  able  to  take  some  credit. 

The  history  of  the  Bach  Festival  has  been  one  of  constant  growth  in  scope  and 
quality.  Its  beginnings  were  modest:  a  few  concerts  with  a  string  quartet  and  vocal 
and  instrumental  soloists.  While  the  emphasis  has  always  been  on  making  music, 
specifically  that  of  Bach,  there  were  many  compromises  along  the  way  in  those  early 
years,  many  corners  cut.  A  string  quartet  and  a  piano  were  allowed,  for  example, 
to  suffice  for  the  Brandenburg  Concerto  No.  3.  Soon,  however,  an  orchestra  and 
chorus  were  formed,  first  from  residents  in  the  area,  later  drawing  on  far  wider 
resources.  Under  the  energetic  and  dedicated  Gastone  Usigli  the  scope  of  the  programs 
was  broadened  to  include  not  only  the  music  of  Bach  but  the  entire  range  of  baroque 
orchestral,  vocal,  choral,  and  chamber  music  that  lent  enhanced  perspective  to  the 
central  composer.  At  a  time  when  most  of  this  literature  was  still  unknown  to 
audiences  in  many  larger  centers  in  this  country,  the  Carmel  Bach  Festival  was  one 
of  the  sturdy  pioneers  in  the  revival  and  performance  of  the  enormous  musical 
wealth  of  the  seventeenth  and  eighteenth  centuries. 

This  expansion  has,  of  course,  paralleled  the  huge  revival  of  baroque  music 
throughout  the  world.  Musical  scholarship  has  contributed  mightily  in  the  past 
decade  to  the  unearthing  of  scores  whose  interest  lies  not  merely  in  the  fact  of  their 
existence,  but  in  their  real  quality.  It  has  gone  further,  in  proving  that  performances 
which  respect  the  authentic  traditions  of  interpretation  are  far  more  exciting  than 
any  sort  of  modernized  streamlining.  The  musical  compromises  of  the  early  years 
in  Carmel  may  seem  a  little  quaint,  but  remember  that  in  1936  most  people's  ideas 
of  the  sounds  of  Bach  were  shaped  by  the  escapades  of  Leopold  Stokowski;  you 
could  search  the  record  catalogues  in  vain  for  the  sounds  of  harpsichord  continuo 
or  end-blown  flute. 

Today  the  Bach  Festival  continues  to  pioneer,  and  its  scope  continues  to  expand. 
Sandor  Salgo  of  Stanford  is  in  his  third  year  as  conductor,  bringing  to  his  concerts 
the  fruits  of  scholarship  and  the  gifts  of  a  vivid  and  enormously  able  conductor. 
This  year's  concerts  move  back  in  time  to  dip  into  the  late  Renaissance  of  Orlando 
di  Lasso,  and  then  establish  the  great  change  of  the  early  Baroque  with  music  of 
Monteverdi.    In   the   other   direction,   the   horizon    expands   to   embrace   Haydn    and 
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PROGRAM  NOTES:  Two  more  of  the  operas  scheduled  for  San  Francisco  perform- 
ance this  fall  are  listed  in  this  Folio:  Verdi's  "La  Forza  del  Destino"  on  July  6th 
and  Cherubini's  "Medea"  on  July  13th.  Both  recorded  performances  are  by  La  Scala, 
and  involve  the  services  of  Maria  Callas,  with  Tullio  Serafin  conducting.  The  young 
Berkeley  pianist  Leta  Spira  will  repeat  part  of  her  recent  San  Francisco  recital  on 
a  studio  concert  on  July  16th,  an  all-Mozart  program.  Jack  Heidelberg  will  present 
the  second  of  two  concerts  of  contemporary  piano  music  in  our  studios  on  July  9th, 
and  the  Sternes  (see  Folio  article)  will  display  their  talents  and  their  unique  collec- 
tion of  old  instruments  in  a  concert  on  July  7th,  in  which  they  will  be  joined  by 
Berkeley's  Maria  Derungs. 

In  answer  to  many  queries:  Alan  Watts  returns  to  resume  his  talks  on  Asian 
philosophy  and  religion  on  July  20th.  We  have  also  arranged  with  Mr.  Watts  to 
give  a  KPFA-Benefit  lecture  sometime  in  the  early  fall;  watch  for  further 
announcements. 

In  answer  to  many  queries:  once  again,  our  sign-on  theme  is  the  duet  from 
Bach's  Cantata  No.  78,  "Jesu  der  du  meine  Seele,"  sung  by  Theresa  Stich-Randall 
and  Dagmar  Hermann  on  a  Bach  Guild  recording,  No.  BG-537.  The  sign-off  is  the 
Siciliano  from  Handel's  Oboe  Concerto  in  Bb  major,  played  by  Hermann  Tottcher 
on  a  Decca-Archiv  recording,  No.  ARC-3059. 

In  answer  to  many  queries:  the  electronic  composition  "Song  of  the  Holy 
Children"  by  the  young  German  composer  Karlheinz  Stockhausen  is  now  on  a  disc, 
issued  in  Germany  by  Deutsche  Grammophon,  although  not  generally  released  as 
yet  in  this  country.  Decca  would  probably  do  so,  if  enough  people  requested  it.  We 
will  play  the  wild  and  woolly  thing  again  on  Monday,  July  7th,  at  10:05  P.  M.

Mozart.  The  centrality  of  Bach  is  not  challenged,  but  the  times  in  which  he  lived, 
the  traditions  that  shaped  his  thoughts,  the  ideas  he  embraced  ...  as  well  as  those 
he  spurned  .  .  .  are  vividly  represented. 

Participating  in  the  Festival  will,  once  again,  be  a  roster  of  world-renowned 
musicians  drawn  from  all  over  the  country:  Alice  Ehlers,  Colin  and  Roberta  Sterne 
(specialists  in  baroque  instruments,  who  will  also  be  heard  in  a  KPFA  Studio 
Concert  on  July  7  and  at  U.  C.  on  July  22),  Eva  Heinitz,  Maxim  Schapiro,  Lillian 
Steuber,  Ralph  Linsley,  and  an  impressive  vocal  group  drawn  from  the  Bay  Area, 
Los  Angeles,  and  points  in  between,  along  with  an  orchestra  predominantly  young, 
and  a  chorus  still  largely  from  the  Carmel  area,  trained  throughout  the  year  by 
Gilbert  Boyer.  KPFA's  equipment  and  announcer  will  be  backstage,  so  that  the 
hectic  atmosphere  of  concert  life  will  swirl  about  the  microphone,  adding  to  the 
immediacy,  if  also  to  the  problems,  of  broadcasting.  Due  to  the  isolation  of  the 
Carmel  area  the  P.  T.  &  T.  cannot  as  yet  offer  us  a  completely  hi-fi  line  to  Berkeley, 
although  the  sounds  last  year  far  surpassed  our  expectations. 

For  those  who  plan  to  attend  the  concerts,  it  would  be  well  to  order  tickets  as 
soon  as  possible  (Box  282,  Carmel)  ;  even  if  tickets  are  gone,  it  usually  pays  to 
haunt  the  box-office  at  Sunset  Auditorium  from  about  7:45  for  turn-ins.  There  are 
also  morning  and  afternoon  events  during  the  week,  which  will  not  be  broadcast. 
Those  which  will  be  broadcast  .  .  .  five  evening  concerts  and  the  St.  John  Passion 
on  Sunday  afternoon,  July  20  .  .  .  will,  we  are  sure,  be  eminently  worth  your  while.
